ABOARD ROOSEVELT TRAIN 
EN ROUTE TO HYDE PARK, 
May 27.—(#)—President Roose- 
velt let the new tax bill become 
a law without his signature to- 
night, adopting this unusual pro- 
cedure as a means of directing 
“the definite attention of the 
American people” to what he con- 
sidered two vital defects. 


The measure, he said, may re- 
store “certain forms of tax avoid- 
ance,” because it retains but a 
remnant of the old tax on profits 
which corporations hold in their 
treasuries instead of disbursing as 
dividends upon which stockhold- 
ers must pay income tax. 


And, secondly, he asserted, it 
“actually abandons” the principle 
of dividing the cost of government 
among those best able to pay. He 
said that under the capital gains 
section, the tax rate is the same 


= 1. whether the ifuvease in personal 
= | wealth be $5,000 or $500,000. 


Broader Program. 


Congress, he said, should “un- 
dertake a broader program, of im- 
proving the federal tax system” 
at its next session. 


But, meanwhile, he declared 
that the bill before him contained 
features which were of such valué 
that he found it impossible to veto 
the measure. 

The President picked an unusu- 
al forum for his remarks on the 
complicated subject.

YOUTH ACQUITED: 
IN SUICIDE PACT; 
FAUES SANITY QUIZ 


Donald Carroll Jr., 16, 
Declared Not Guilty by 
Jury Which Deliberates 
Less Than Three Hours. 


COURT IS CLEARED; 
VERDICT CHEERED 


Prosecutor Denounces 
Parents of Girl for Com- 
ing to Support of Boy. 


By MARY E. PLUMMER. 

NEW YORK, May 27.—(P)— 
Donald Carroll Jr., a thin, book- 
ish youngster of 16, who shot his 
18-year-old sweetheart to death, 
was acquitted of murder tonight, 
and the mother of his victim tried 
vainly to embrace him. 

The boy had testified he killed 
Charlotte Matthiesen because she, 
an expectant mother and in terror 
of imminent social disgrace, beg- 
ged him to. 

The verdict, not guilty by rea- 
son of insanity, left his “tragedy 
of adolescence,” as slain Char- 
lotte’s mother, Mrs. Fred Matthie- 
sen, had called ft, still not ended. 

Sanity Observation. 

County Judge Downs directed 
Donald be sent to gloomy, old Bel- 
levue hospital for observation in 
the psychopathic ward, saying that 
if experts there thought him in- 
sane now a hearing would be held 


to a state institution. 

It was an extraordinary demon- 
stration in the Queens courthouse 
as the jury reported and the judge 
angrily cleared the room. Two 
mothers—the mother of the slayer 
and the mother of the victim— 
both wept in happiness. 

Mrs. Matthiesen, who had faint- 
ed in the early uproar, ran across 
the center of the courtroom to- 
ward Donald, holding her arms 
wide and crying “My boy, my 
boy!” But the officers took him 
quickly away. 

“Prayers Are Answered.” 

Mrs. Donald Carroll Sr. had re- 
mained in the prosecutor’s office. 
As they brought her the news, she 
sighed: 

“Now my prayers are answered. 
I'll have my little boys (the 
younger ones had been away in 
the country) back soon. 

“I know my girl would like it 
(the jury’s decision,” Mrs. Mat- 
thiesen sobbed. 

“IT didn’t take it (the daughter’s 
affair) seriously; I teased her too 
much. I’d like to tell all mothers 
to treat their girls seriously—treat 
them as grownups.” 

The boy himself stood twisting 
his hands for five minutes. 

Short Deliberation. 

The jurors had deliberated less 
than three hours. During the five- 
day trial they had heard young 
Carroll, son of a retired afmy of- 


ficer, tell how he shot the 18-. 


year-old daughter of a Jackson 
Heights neighbor in March when 
their romance threatened to bring 
disgrace. 

Judge Downs gave the jurors a

IGH'S 
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THE MEXICAN CAULDRON 

The lack of support accorded the opera 
bouffe revolt of General Cedillo in Mexico is 
indicative of the genius of President Cardenas 
in keeping submerged the sources of possible 
armed opposition. Cedillo, first through nomi- 
nal friendship and later through open defiance, 
has managed to maintain his private so-called 
army. But a short ten years ago, this might 
have sufficed to rally the forces of revolution 
to his banner. 

Today, however, modern armaments spell 
change in the method of acquiring power. 
Cedillo’s chief claim to modernity, in sharp 
contrast to his stature as a typical Latin- 
American revolutionist, is the possession of two 
speedy bombing-type transport planes. Strange- 
ly enough, Cardenas has never acquired even 
the semblance of a modern air force. Cedillo’s 
planes are of a type easily outflown by obsolete 
American pursuit planes, yet the air equipment 
of the Mexican republic has not been able to 
cope with these ships. Properly handled, they 
might conceivably furnish a balance against 
the superior land armaments of the govern- 
ment. More probably they will furnish a means 
of escape for the feudalistic general. 

In discussing Mexican affairs, it is not pos- 
sible to draw a parallel with our American 
democracy. There are manifold differences in 
the characters of the two governments, but the 
all-important difference in the two political 
systems is that in Mexico the inferential use of 
armed power continues to be the warrant of 
political stability. Mexicans are generally loath 
to admit the democratic process has not 
reached full flower in their country, but it is 
just another case of “purty near ain’t quite 
half.” 

It must be held, then, that it is a hallmark of 
Cardenas’ policy that he has been able to so 
manipulate the various political elements that 
all have been side-tracked at the moment he 
decided the time was ripe to move against 
Cedillo. 

Far to the left is another potential element 
of trouble, which so far has been satisfied by 
the actions of the strong man president. This 
element, led by Vincente Lombardo Toledano, 
high priest of the dominant radical wing of 
Mexican labor, and his chief associate in the 
Mexican cabinet, General Francisco Mugica, 
will be a potent factor in the status of the gov- 
ernment between today and the 1940 elections, 
when Cardenas under the present form of gov- 
ernment must give way to a successor. In the 
natural course of events, he will install a 
“stooge” of his own selection as _ president, 
maintaining his grip on the course of the na- 
tion. Whéther the opposition will agree to this 
remains to be seen. 

Cedillo might advisedly be termed a Rightist. 
In a general sense, that is probably correct. He 
more properly should be termed a Feudalist. 
In that may be found the essential difference 
which so far has failed to rally other Rightist 
factors to his banner. In itself, this does not 
augur well for the future, since with this pres- 
ent military excursion over, it is entirely pos- 
sible the preparations of others may be well 
advanced and further warfare result. 

Cardenas has sought to perpetuate his rule 
by arming the people subscribing to his Leftist 
policies and the policies of his nominal sup- 
porters who stand still farther to the left, which 
will be but fuel in the flames following an out- 
burst of the stronger opposition to the regime. 
The present trouble may be only a prelude to 
more serious warfare. 
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MORE OUTSIDE COTTON COMPETITION 


More and more other countries—Brazil, Ar- 
gentina, India, China, Russia, Egypt, the Sudan 
—encroach upon the world market that was 
once almost exclusively American. Now, under 
Section 7 of the recently concluded Anglo- 
Italian accord, cotton growing is to be expanded 
to such an extent in Egypt and the Sudan as 
to make British textile mills as far as possible 
independent of American grown cotton. 

Twenty-five years ago Britain put up $25,- 
000,000 for the development of cotton in Egypt. 
It proved conclusively that Egypt was a real 
cotton country. Success, however, depends en- 
tirely upon control of the flood waters of the 
Nile river. Large sums have accordingly been 
spent on control projects. But when Italy 


| 


seized Ethiopia, which embraced the Lake Tana 
region, the source of the Blue Nile, Egyptian 
cotton interests were greatly endangered. Con- 
trol of this region meant life or ‘death to the 
people in the Nile valley. , 
Mussolini, of course, was aware of this. He 
exacted his price. Under the agreement Britain 
gets an irrigation contract good for 99 years. 
As for Italy, rentals for 25 years were received 
in advance in a lump sum. The money is to be 


utilized in the development of Ethiopia. 


The accord, as a whole, is said to have re- 
ceived the blessings of the New Deal adminis- 
tration. Thus, ironically enough, the American 
government has given approbation to a plan 
designed in part to put the southern states out 
of the cotton business as far as Great Britain 
is concerned. | 


DISCIPLINE NEEDED 

If unemployment on a wholesale basis is not 
to be regarded as a permanent institution in 
the United States, the government relief agen- 
cies should stress, as the most important part 
of their administrative policy, the idea that all 
workers are to be returned as soon as possible 
to private employment. ‘Is this angle of the 
problem being sufficiently emphasized by those 
in authority? Not if reliance is to be placed 
on reports eminating from inside the largest 
of these agencies, the Works Progress Admin- 
istration. 

The same disdain for discipline, which fol- 
lowed many of the workers throughout their 
lives, has been brought with them into WPA. 
A feeling that the job is a right rather than a 
privilege, grudging submission to authority, 
outright insubordination and violence are said 
to be all too prevalent. Bluntly, if such prac- 
tices are allowed to go unchecked, untold thou- 
sands of the unemployed will become perma- 
nently unfit for service in private industry. 

As if to condone this disrespect for author- 
ity, only slight punishment is meted out for 
such infractions which, under the discipline of 
private management, would mean dismissal. A 
few days lay-off, a wordy reprimand with a 
knowing wink, and the culprit returns to badger 
the same foreman, or if transferred, resumes 
his role as trouble-maker at another project. 

This lack of discipline is attributed to the 
fact that many-of the officials are amenable 
to pressure from above. Labor agitators and 
pork-dispensing politicians are alleged to wield 
an unsavory influence. Politics is part of the 
daily routine. Fifteen employes were dismissed 
last week in one district for supporting the 
“wrong” candidates. 

The very discipline and efficiency which 
made the CCC an outstanding success, by its 
absence in WPA, has brought down widespread 
criticism upon the latter organization. 

What is the remedy? Unquestionably, there 
is a very large percentage of conscientious and 
thinking people on WPA rolls, brought there 
by the vicissitudes of life. The same is true of 
the administrative forces. In the opinion of 
many of these very people, based on their ex- 
perience as receivers as well as dispensers of 
relief, the whole problem has been erroneously 
approached by WPA. It has been tackled. from 
the viewpoint of the social worker instead of 
from the angle of the efficient, self-respecting 
employer. The emergency can no longer be set 
up as a reason for laxity. 

If this is true, and it is difficult to get 
around such an argument even judging from 
outside observation, steps should be immedi- 
ately taken to remedy the evil. It is unthink- 
able that the government, under the necessity 
of relieving unemployment, should be creating 
a condition which tends to perpetuate the very 
problem which it hopes to solve. 

Relieve distress, yes, but introduce the needed 
discipline and efficiency into the task, espe- 
cially at this juncture, where expenditures are 
mounting higher and higher and the end is not 
in sight. Not only is the taxpayer entitled to a 
dollar’s worth of work for every dollar of his 
money spent, but the efficiency and discipline 
brought about as a result of such practice will 
be invaluable to the workers themselves in 
keeping them fit and ready to return to private 
employment. 


THE WATER’S FINE! 

Today marks the opening of the official 
summer swimming season. City pools in At- 
lanta and neighboring communities invite with 
the cool translucency of their water. Fresh 
new paint adds color to the scene and the bright 
Georgia sun will look down upon hundreds of 
happy youngsters and older people, disporting 
once again in bathing suits. 

There is no exercise finer than the natatorial 
art. There is no relaxation better,than that to 
be found as the cool. water laves tired bodies 
and there is no finer fun than that provided by 
a diving board, waterwings or a water polo ball. 

Swimming today typifies the greater freedom 
which has come in recent years to make life so 
much happier and good health so much nearer 
the universal state. 

Probably the change in style of swimming 
attire largely accounts for this. It is a far cry 
from the cumbersome costumes of our grand- 
parents to the one-piece swim suits of today. 
And it would be a strange mind that would 
vote in favor of the old. . 

The disclosure that modern swimming con- 

ditions gives to the human body is good. It 
enhances that normal, healthy and sane pride 
of good physique and thus, through the force of 
emulation, adds wonderfully to the average 
health of the community. 
_ The young men and women of this age, ac- 
customed to free exercise, almost unclad, in the 
swimming pools of all the cities, will make far 
finer citizens, and better parents, than the 
youth of generations which knew so many 
restrictions caused by false modesty and evil 
prudery.

STAGES OF RECONSTRUCTION. The plan’s three stages 
rs 


are: 
1. Breaking the power of the Democratic party’s old-line state 
organizations in the oncoming primaries. For this purpose, Hess 
was backed against Martin in Oregon, and the resources of’ the 
administration were lavished pn Claude Pepper in Florida. For this 
purpose, ardently New Dealish candidates have been put into the 
field, or are being sought to run against such conservatives as Sen- 
ators Smith, of South Carolina; George, of Georgia; Gillette, of 
Iowa; Adams, of Colorado; Lonergan, of Connecticut, and Pat Mc- 
Carran, of Nevada. The effort is nation-wide, and state governor- 
ships and memberships in the house are not being ignored.

Whatever the turning point, how- 
ever, the President is now wholly committed to the great plan.

France 


Answers Back. 

NEW YORK.—He is not a lo- 
quacious person this Edouard Da- 
ladier, prime minister of France 
and director of the affairs of the 
second greatest colonial empire in 
the world. He is a professor of 
history, a scholar, but a scholar 
with a square jaw and a stubborn 
will, something which earned him 
the nickname of “Le Taureau,” the 
Bull, amongst his colleagues and 
amongst the newspapermen in 
France. 

Mussolini has just been telling 
France that if she wants Italian 
friendship, she must break off 
with Russia. Knowing M. Dala- 
dier personally as a friend, I am 
in a position to say that the French 
premier has never been a great 
champion of the Franco-Soviet 
pact. He does not believe that 
Russia would be much of an aid 
to France in the event of. trouble. 
As a matter of fact, he believes 
that the Franco-Soviet pact should 
be allowed to lapse without mak- 
ing a fuss about it. 

But it is quite another matter 
to have the head of a foreign state 
come along and tell France where 
she shall choose her friends and 
military allies and where not. Mus- 
solini takes a little bit too much 


for granted. France is not yet a 
third rate or fourth rate power 
which must dance to the tunes the 
Roman dictator chooses to call. 
France is the first military pow- 
er on the European continent in 
spite of Germany’s resurgence, and 
in spite of all Italian bombast 
about nine million bayonets and all 
that sort of thing. France can fight 


too, as she has shown on numerous 
occasions. Mussolini in his arro- 
gance, surrounded by his claque 
of yes-men, may think that he is 
invincible and that his word is law 
in Europe, but if he thinks that he 
has another guess coming. 


France Is Ready. 


For years the French have said 
nothing as the Duce snickered and 
sneered at the French republic, 
her “rotten” democratic institu- 
tions, her grafters and Free Ma- 
sons (of whom Edouard Daladier is 
one of the most prominent) her de- 
cadence and immorality and lack 
of discipline. Because the French 
do not answer back, the Duce 
imagines France is weak and in- 
nerly impotent. 

That is where he is making a 
huge mistake and Daladier has just 
told him so. He told the Duce 
in a few well chosen words that 
France is ready for war and for 
all eventualities. 

This means that Mussolini has 
had a warning to stop stirring up 
the natives of Morocco, Algiers, 
Tunis and equatorial Africa 
against French rule. Italian in- 
trigue in France’s African domains 
will have to stop and the Duce 
knows full well that France has 
the power to put a stop to it. 

France is a sovereign state. If 
France feels that she ought to keep 
her alliance with Russia intact, she 
will do so. If France feels that 
she ought to allow the passage of 
war material for the loyalists in 
Spain, she has the right to do so. 
Mussolini who has been sending 
men and equipment to Franco and 
who officially gloated over the vic- 
tories of his troops in Spain, has 
no argument there. The Pyrenees 
are a Franco-Spanish border. 
France has a perfect right to know 
who is coming to install himself 
on her borders with Franto’s even- 
tual victory. 

France has been most lenient 
and generous in her attitude in the 
Spanish question. But Mussolini 
is wrong if he thinks France has 
acquiesced in Italiari intervention 
in Spain because of weakness. 
France is not afraid of ten Duces, 
nor need she be. She is calm and 
often silent because she is strong.

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Fire-proofing elevator shafts 
and stairways and installation of 
sprinkler-alarm systems in joist- 
constructed hotels, apartments and 
business buildings will be recom- 
mended by City Building Inspector 
C. J. Bowen, he said yesterday. 

Bowen said he plans a confer- 
ence with Fire Chief O. J. Parker 
within a few days to study the 
list of hazardous buildings now 
being prepared in detail by the 
fire inspectors of the fire depart- 
ment. 

“We are going to try to get 
building owners to remedy the 
hazards of their buildings upon 
our recommendations, but if they 
will not, then we will ask Solicitor 
General John A. Boykin to insti- 
gate condemnation proceedings in 
Fulton superior court,” Bowen de- 
clared. 

Bowen and Parker will decide 
next week whether fire-proofing 
elevator shafts and staircases, and 
installing sprinkler systems will be 
required of hotels of more than 
two or three stories. Bowen said 
there was a difference of opinion 
as to whether the _ regulations 
should apply to anything above 
the second story or the third. 

“We need a new ordinance to 
give us authority to make build- 
ing owners install sprinkler sys- 
tems,” the building inspector as- 
serted. He cited the fact the city 
has such an ordinance which was 
held unenforceable by the late 
James L. Mayson when he was 
city attorney. 

“Tl am going to ask the special 
investigating committee to recom~ 
mend passage of a new ordinance,” 
Bowen said. He is a member of 
the committee which was named 
by council to probe hazardous 
conditions following the Terminal 
hotel disaster in which 35 persons 
died in the flames. 

Bowen said many _ joist-con- 
structed buildings, in use now as 
hotels, apartment houses, and 
business places, should have ele- 
vator shafts encased in fire-re- 
sistant metal lathes and concrete.:

PRESIDENT REFUSE 
TOSIGN AX 


Says Congress Should Un- 
dertake Broader Revenue 
Program Next Session.

many of the desirable features of 


it from going into effect. 

“Therefore, for the first time 
since I have been President, I am 
going to take the third course 
which is open to me. I am géing 
to let the act go into effect at mid- 
night tonight without my  ap- 
proval. 

“By doing so, I call the definite 
attention of the American people 
to those unwise parts of the bill 
I have talked to you about today— 
one of them which may restore in 
the future certain forms of tax 
avoidance, and of concentrated in- 
vestment power, which we had be- 
gun to end, and the other a defi- 
nite abandonment of a principle 
of tax policy long ago adopted as 
part of our American system.” 

While the President spoke, the 
halls of congress in Washington 
were all but deserted. Having ad- 
vance notice that Mr. Roosevelt 
would disclose the disposition of 
the tax bill in his broadcast ad- 
dress, the legislators flocked to the 
radios. Afterward they returned 
to their chambers in little groups 
and stood about discussing the de- 
velopment. 

Harrison To Speak. 


Finally, Senator Harrison, Dem- 
ocrat, Mississippi, chairman of the 
senate finance committee, who de- 
fied the administration and led a 
senate movement for the complete 
abandonment of the tax on undis- 
tributed corporate profits, notified 
the senate that he would address 
it tomorrow on the subject of the 
President’s action. 

At the other end of the capitol, 
Acting Chairman Cullen, Demo- 
crat, New York, of the h@use ways 
and means committee, which orig- 
inates tax legislation, said he sup- 
posed “there will be another tax 
bill in ’39.”

DRUGS AND SENSIBILITY. 

Tobacco, alcohol, narcotic drugs 
and sedative or sense-dulling 
drugs are most likely to produce 
habit or addiction in persons who 
are physically or constitutionally 
inferior to begin with or who are 
constitutionally and physically 
normal or even superior yet 
through faulty education and en- 
vironment are obsessed with an 
inferiority complex, a lack of self- 
confidence, or a vain pride which 
prevents the unhappy victim from 
being himself or herself. Under 
the influence of any of the drugs 
mentioned the defective’s  self- 
consciousness is for the time be- 
ing in abeyance or entirely sup- 
pressed and he or she becomes 
the equal of his or her associates, 
so far as his or her awareness 


goes. 
- The betrayal of the public by 
the federal government was 
shamefully manifest in the food 
and drugs act of 1906, which our 
congress comique fixed up exact- 
ly as the big nostrum interests or- 
dered. The present version of the 
law is in effect a greater betray- 
al of public welfare. The bureau 
or department or commission en- 
forcing the regulations, with 
tongue in cheek, squanders many 
thousands of government money 
in prosecuting, practically rse- 
cuting, some obscure person or 
firm for a trivial or technical of- 
fence in labelling, secures a nom- 
inal “conviction” and a fine of $50 
or a perfunctory admonishment 
from the court, and everything 
goes on as before. But the food 
and drugs division just doesn’t see 
the glaring defiance of the letter 
and spirit of the law and its own 
specific regulations in the naming, 
labelling and the vicious claims 
made by the sense-dulling drugs 
which are so freely sold to the 
unwary public under names 
shrewdly calculated to deceive 
and mislead. I refer particularly 
to coaltar derivatives, anilin de- 
rivatives, drugs of the acetanilide- 
phenacetine-antipyrin class. These 
drugs, incorporated in ,scores of 


'nostrums, sold without even de- 


cent restrictions by the govern- 
ment, are destructive to health 
and frequently a contributing 
cause of death, yet the federal 
foods and drugs bureau finds no 
fault with this big business, be- 
ing too busy ferreting out trivial 
errors or technical violations of 
regulations by small fry firms that 
have no slush fund to play with 
and clearly no intention to mis- 
represent or defraud or harm any 
one.

Tolley Falls Before At-

TROON, Scotland, May 27.—(#) 
One hundred yards from the sea 


and nine feet from glory, Charlie 
Yates, of Atlanta, stood on the 
nineteenth green of the old Troon 
course this evening and made golf- 
ing history as 10,000 Scots sur- 
rounded him.

HITS 11TH; TIGERS 
WHIP WHITE SOX 


Kennedy Allows Only Six 
Hits in 7th Win With- 
out Loss. 


CHICAGO, May 27.—(/)—Ver- 
non Kennedy, wiry Detroit 
screwball hurler, came back today 
to the diamond he called home for 
three years and, with the aid of 
timely supporting offense that in- 
cluded a 440-foot park record ho- 
mer by Hank Greenberg, defeat- 
ed his old White Sox mates, 5 to 
2, on six hits for his seventh con- 
secutive victory.

SWAINSBORO, Ga., May 27.— 
(?)—Harry B. Mitchell, president 
of the United States Civil Service 
Commission, said today “what is 
needed more than anything else 
for the extension of the competi- 
tive system in civil service is an 
understanding and aroused public 
opinion. 

He added “that can only be had 
when there is complete confidence 
that politics has no part in the 
selection of government em- 
ployes.”’ 

Mitchell addressed the annual 
convention of the Georgia chapter 
of the National Association of 
Postmasters. 

In his address, Mitchell ex- 
pressed the opinion enactment of 
the Ramspeck bill which would 
establish civil service for presi- 
dentially appointed postmasters 
would have “an important bearing 
in creating public sentiment for 
the merit system.” 

Mitchell said he believed even- 
tually such a law would “cover 
all positions in the federal service 
which are not policy forming.” 

Another speaker today was O. 
B. Carr, of West Palm Beach, Fla., 
second vice president of the Na- 
tional Association of Postmasters. 
He said there was need in the 


posta! service for reforms caused | 


by antiquated laws. 

He discussed pending measures 
in congress znd said the ultimate | 
outcome of the fourth-class post- 
masters’ salary bill is unknown. 

The national association, Carr 
said, “is fighting for and will con- 


tinue to fight for legislation that | 


will not decrease the salary of any 
postmaster.”
